2. "We cannot 
persuade- our- 
selves* that those who should have 
at heart the prosperity and well- 
being of the people wish to push 
to suicide, ruin, and extermina- 
tion not only their own nation 
but a great part of humanity." 
3. "To us, as to many others, 
there is manifest the physical and 
material impossibility of war in 
the present most serious circum- 
stance." 


Prelates said the allocution was 
one of the strongest speeches his 
holiness has ever made and that 
his red-hatted audience remained

The 
United States supreme court rul- 
ed a few years ago that the legis- 
lature could not, by statutory en- 
actment, refuse negroes the right 
to participate In democralc pri- 
maries. 


To circumvent the decision, the 
party,at Its convention In Hous- 
ton' In 1930 adopted a resolution 
opening the democratic primaries 
only to persons of white descent 
Since .then negroes had been re- 
fused the right to vote in pri- 
maries In most counties, although 
they were allowed in some in- 
stances. 


State courts upheld the authori- 


ty of the party to pass on the 
qualifications of its members and 
Interested 
negroes 
appealed to 


the federal courts. Tho decision 
In effect, barred negroes from 
participating in elections for state 
officials since the democratic par- 
ty ' Is predominant and Its nom- 
inees, with only, minor exceptions, 
are elected at. the general elec- 
tions. 


The supreme court's action sus- 
tained a ruling of Gevernor James 
V. Allred, given during the last 
primary when he was attorney 
general, that the party's action in 
barring negroes by resolution was

PITTSBURGH, April !.—(#)— 
Andrew W. Mellon took the re- 
sponsibility on' the witness stand 
at his income tax hearing for 
the deductions made In his 1931 
income tax report. 


The financier said the,country's 
"strange1 laws governing income 
taxes made necessary the trans- 
actions which 
the 
government 


claims were fraudulent, but which 
Mellon claims were legitimate. 


Called unexpectedly to the statid, 


by his chief counsel, Frank J. 
Hogan, Mellon was questioned con- 
cerning the sale of a huge block 
of Pittsburgh Coal common stock 
on which he claimed a tax loss of 
$5,600,000. 


'Who conducted the sale?" asked 
Hogan. 


"I did myself" said Mellon. 
The 
former 
secretary 
of 
the* 


treasury spoke slowly in a low 
but distinct tone. 


"Tell us how it came about," 


continued Hogan, referring to the 
Pittsburgh coal sale. 


Large Bosses and Gains. 
'I had under consideration the 


question of my tax return for the 
year in the office of Mr. Johnson 
(Howard M. Johnson, Mellon's con- 
fidential secretary)" he said. "I 
had large losses and shrinkage in 
my investments. I also had large 
capital gain profits upon which 
I was obligated to pay a capital 
gain tax. 
I desired to select some securi- 
ty or securities for the purpose 
of the deduction Allowable in that 
respect. 
The strange law which 


made me liable for a capital gain 
also allowed the privilege of re- 
duction, so the Pittsburgh coal 
stock appeared to me the out- 
standing stock with respect to 
loss." 


The 80-year-old three-time sec- 


retary of -the treasury was the 
frist witness called today at the 
resumption of the hearing now in 
its seventh week. 
The govern- 


ment claims Mellon owes a tax 
and assessment of $3,089,000 but 
the banker contends he paid the 
government $139,000 too much. 


The hearing is underway before 


the board of tax appeals. 
Johnson, Mellon's secretary, was 
a witness early in the hearing and 
related how he made out all the 
financier's income tax returns. He 
had testified that in 1931 Mellon 
arlanced at his report but did not 
study it. 


- .Most Suitable Stock. 


Mellon said, in answer to Ho- 
sjan's questioning, that the P4tts- 
ourgh Coal stock "appeared to me 
the stock most suitable to use for 
the purpose" of allowing a tax re- 
duction. 
The coal stock—123,000 shares- 


was sold to the Union Trust Com- 
pany and later repurchased 
by 
the Coalesced Company, Mcllon'a 
family holding corporation. 
The 


government 
describes 
it 
as 
a 
"shadow sale," deliberately plan- 
ned to evade tax payment. 
"At the time. I could not sell 


the stock on the exchange," the 
banker testified. "It was so large 
a block as to be impossible then 
and the only place where I might 
effect a sale was the nion Trust. 
"After a regular meeting of the 


Union Trust executive committee," 
he continued, "I went over to the 
bank and took the Pittsbur'Kh Coa] 
question up with Mr. (H. C.) Mc- 
Eldowney, who was head of the 
bank and I said I would like to 
jell tq the Union Trust the Pitts- 
burgh Coal common stock. 
Deal is Made. 


"He asked one or two questions 


concerning the amount and shares 
of stock and with those questions 
lie considered the matter. I said 
I would sell at market price and 
mentioned in round figures $500,- 
000 so he considered and said 'All 
right, send it out and we will take 
t."Hogan asked If anything was 
said about a re-sale, or if that was 
all that was mentioned. 


Mellon replied: 
"That comprises everything sub- 
stantially that I said. After that 
[ went back to my office and told 
Mr. Johnson I had sold this block 
of Pittsburgh Coal stock and ask- 
ed him to take it to Mr. McEl- 
dpwney."

A. "I said it.was $500,000 and 


:hen I asked him to pay the sum 
on my note, at the Union Trust." 


Previous testimony has shown 
Mellon owed $1,000.000 at the bank

;he stock was paid on the note.

on regarding the sale?" 


A. "Yes. I said I wanted to 
sell my coal common and that I 
would pick up the part which was 
n the joint account."

"Did you form an opinion 


n your own mind whether you 
wanted to hold this stock—regard- 
ng its value or lack of value?" 


A. "It appealed to me as most 
available to sell with actual loss 
then. The coal industry was in a 
very bad condition."

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 


30.—(£>)—Walter H. McGee, 
the 


first kidnaper to be sentenced to 
death in the United States, must 
pay with his life-for the ransom 
abduction nearly two years ago 
of Mary McElroy, daughter of the 
city manager of Kansas City, the 
Missouri supreme court decreed 
today. 


The court held that the "proof 


sufficiently substantiates the ver- 
dict of guilty," and that the "rec- 
ord proper discloses no error." 


"Therefore," wrote Commissioner 


Walter H. Bohllng, whose opinion 
was 
unanimously adopted, "the 


Judgment is approved." 


The court set the execution for 


May 10 in the Jackson county 
jail at Kansas City. Hanging is 
the method of execution in Mis- 
souri. 


Miss McElroy 
was 
abducted 


from her South Side home about 
noon late in May, 1933, held for 
nearly 30 hours in the basement 
of a farm house in Wyandotte 
county, Kansas, and released on 
payment 
of 
$30,000 ransom 
by 


her father, H. F. McElroy. 


Walter McGee, leader of the 


kidnapers, was the only one of 
those convicted to receive the ex- 
treme penalty. 


He was arrested June 2, 1933, 


at Amarillo, Tex. He had $9,000 
in currency and several weapons 
in his possession, 


Clarence Stevens, one of the ac- 


cused abductors, still is at large. 


George McGee, brother of Walt- 


er McGee, is serving a life sen- 
tence in the Missouri penitentiary. 
Clarence Click is serving an 8- 
year sentence.

supreme court, counsel for the de- 
fendants asserted that names of 
negroes had been "forged" to tffl'< 
jury rolls of Jackson county after 
the Indictments had been return- 
ed. 


Once before, the supreme court 


ordered a new trial for these and 
five other negroes on the ground 
they had been unconstitutionally 
deprived of the aid of counsel In 
preparation for the first trial. 


On the second trial both again 
were found guilty.

ter beneath the Arizona sun. 


The 
commander in

America's fighting forces in the 
World war is keeping a wary eye 
on the present 
situation 
"over 


there" while resting and writing* 


* 
his memoirs. 


Piled high on a table In the 


cottage where he lives at a resort 
hotel on the desert's 
edge are 


copies of newspapers dating back 
more than two weeks to Adolf 
Hitler's 
announcement 
of Ger- 
many's new policies—moves that 
have alarmed the world. 


Morning and afternoon General 
Pershing eagerly scans the 
ac- 


counts of the fast changing- Euro- 
pean picture, trumpeting many * 
fiery "Humph!" as he takes note 
of 
new demands which would 
mean the scrapping of the Ver- 
sailles treaty. 


What does he think of this new 


threat? 
Will war result? 
Will 
the United States become involved 
again? 


The whole world perhaps would 


like to know his answers to these 
questions and others, but he has 
steadfastly refused to discuss this 
new peril to world peace. 
That 


i 
Is, he refuses to "talk for publi- 
cation." 


For brief moments he forgot 
his restraint and talked freely. 
But immediately he warned with 
military sternness: 
"Now, you cant' publish that, 


and you must not plve It to any 
one else who will 'publish It." 


"I have very definite ideas about 
the matter," he explained. "But I 
cant* afford to express them for 
publication—it would not be right 
for me to do it."
